We write to you concerning the ongoing negotiations in Cyprus that are being 
conducted by the two Cypriot communities, under the auspices of the United Nations 
Good Offices Mission. As you are well aware, the situation in Cyprus is of considerable 
concern to us as well as many in the international community, and we believe there is a 
great opportunity for the United States to exert leadership to help foster substantive 
rapprochement between these two communities. 
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On May 23, 2008. Turkish Cypriot leader Mehmet Ali Talat and Greek Cypriot 
leader Demetris Chrisofias met in Cyprus. The culmination of that meeting was the 
issuance of a joint statement declaring their shared vision for a partnership that "will have 
a Federal Government with a single international personality, as well as a Turkish 
Cypriot Constituent State and a Greek Cypriot Constituent State, which will be of equal 
status." 

More recently. Assistant Secretary of State for European and Eurasian Affairs, 
Philip Gordon in testimony before the House Foreign Affairs Subcommittee on 
European and Eurasia Affairs stated that, "resolution of the Cyprus problem will have a 
tremendous impact on the region by strengthening peace, justice, and prosperity on the 
island advancing Turkey's European Union accession, improving NATO-EU 
cooperation and removing a source of friction between two NATO allies, Greece and 
Turkey". We certainly agree with this assessment and welcome Mr. Talat s and Mr. 
Chrisofias" hopeful announcement: however, we are troubled that substantive 
negotiations between the two communities to achieve this laudable goal have yet to 
produce any meaningful results. Of course, we also recognize that the history of efforts 
to resolve the Cyprus problem has been difficult and has taken many turns, including the 
rejection of the United Nations Plan in 2004. 

We are mindful that President Obama has said that the United States is "'willing to 
offer all the help sought by the parties as they work toward a just and lasting settlement 
that reunifies Cyprus." We also appreciate your efforts to reach out to both sides. 
However, we are concerned that all momentum to find a comprehensive settlement may- 
be lost if the United States waits to be asked for help by the parties. That is why we 
strongly urge you to actively engage the negotiating parties and other interested 
stakeholders such as the Governments of Greece and Turkey, in an effort to jumpstart the 
talks and achieve concrete results by the end of this year. Such an outcome would not 
only end the isolation of the Turkish Cypriots but would also improve in many other 
ways the lives of Greek and Turkish Cypriots living on the island. As Mr. Gordon stated 
it would also remove a major irritant to relations between two important NATO allies and 
boost regional stability and cooperation. 

We believe U.S. leadership in this matter is urgently called for. We hope you 
share our views and concerns, and will give serious consideration to our 
recommendations.
